SHANGHAI (AP)—A Jap¬ 
anese army driving south¬ 
ward through Shansi pro¬ 
vince st the western end of 
the great central China front 
reported Monday it had cap¬ 
tured IJnfrn and driven the 
Chlneae defenders in a rout 
toward the Yellow River. 
Llnfen has been provisional 
capital of the province since the 
Japanese captured Taiyuan, the 
capital. 130 miles to the north¬ 
east, three months ago. 

The reported fall ol Llnfen in¬ 
dicated the Japanese had driven 
some 40 miles in two days since 
smashing the Chinese resistance 
centre at Lligshih. En route the 
Invaders took Hwohsten and (.ha- 
ocheng in heavy fighting. 

This drive apparently was 
aimed at the great bend of the 
Yellow River, where Shansi, 
Shensi and Honan provinces 
join. Just south of the betid is 
Tungkwan. vital station on the 
Lunghai railway and gateway, to 
Shensi, stronghold of the bitterly 
anti-Japanese Chinese commun¬ 
ists.

New Westminster, $29,450; Pen 
ticton. $11,300; Chilliwack, 
$13,000; Kelowna, $9,500; Abbots¬ 
ford, $2,750; Vernon, $2,520. 

Mr. Johnson said he believed 
that changes in the aomlnistra- 
tion of the scheme, such as super¬ 
vision in the outlying districts, 
would vastly increase the loans. 

The housing scheme, he said, 
was the chief hope for re-estab¬ 
lishing the domestic market for 
British Columbia lumber.

He said they were to have 
been joined . by 8,000 from 
Leopen. 5,000 from Leibnitz, 2.000 
from Lrtzs and smaller detach¬ 
ments from villages throughout 
the province of Styria. 

Trucks. automobiles and 
motorcycles were mobilized Sat¬ 
urday night for the march, which 
Nazis said was planned as a legal 
demonstration “to wake up 
Vienna." 

But the government's stem 
measures threw cold water on 
the march, at least temporarily. 
Police tightened control inside 
the city. No more than two per¬ 
sons were permitted to stand to¬ 
gether on the streets today.

British Passenger Plane 
Flies Over Fighting Japan

LONDON (CP)—Imperial Air¬ 
ways today discounted a report 
one of its passenger flying boats, 
the Dolphinus. had been fired on 
by Japanese warships off Hong¬ 
kong. 

Airways officials pointed out 
the machine was flying at an alti¬ 
tude of 12,000 feet, out of range 
of firing. It was suggested .the 
machine possibly flew over an 
area south of Hongkong in which 
hostilities were being waged be¬ 
tween Japanese and Chinese and 
that the pilot might have heard 
the firing below. «. 

SHANGHAI (CP Havas)-Jap- 
ancse warships fired on a British 
Imperial Airways flying boat en 
route from Bangkok, Slam to 
Hongkong with passengers and 
mail aboard, reports received here 
Monday said. The plane was not 
hit. 

The warships, reported to have 
been destroyers operating outside 
British territorial waters near 
Hongkong, used machine guns 
and other ordnance and several 
sheila exploded dangerously close, 
advices declared. . , 

The Imperial Airways machine, 
flying the regular route, was 
clearly marked with the Union 
Jack, the dispatches said.

In Interview Published In 
London He Says Man¬ 
power Unlimited 

LONDON CCP-Havas) — Gen¬ 
eral Chlang Kai-shek told Vernon 
Bartlett, well-known British jour- 
naUst, he "could not conceive of 
British recognition of Manchu- 
kuo” and that such Recognition 
would be "a betrayal, destroying 
Stno-Britlsh friendship," accord¬ 
ing to a special interview pub¬ 
lished today in thq London News 
Chronicle. 

A country as large as China 
cannot rapidly be mobilized, Gen. 
Chlang said, dealing with internal 
problems. He cited, however, 
three advsntages enjoyed by the 
Chinese which the Japanese lack. 

"First our currency cover is 
still exceptionally high, whereas 
Japan's is low, he said. 

“Secondly, the Chinese people 
have realized that since the estab¬ 
lishment of the national govern¬ 
ment slnoere and sustained ef¬ 
forts have been made to Improve 
the living standards of the people, 
while the Japanese have not been 
encouraged by a similar convic¬ 
tion. 

"Thirdly, we have unlimited 
manpower for defending our own

capital ol Madras Presidency on the Bay of 
Bengal. 

Although J. Slvashanmugan PlUal.ls the 
highest ranking official of the city, many of 
his clerks will not handle documents he has 
signed, or pay him ordinary courtesies. 
Many of his fellow officials refuse to sit 
with him in conference.

EARLY DAYS WITH THE 
. MOINTIES 
From a Correspondent 

I have been very interested 
reading Charlie Tennant's “Early 
Days With the Mounties:" I hap¬ 
pened to be there before him, 
being a resident of Indian Head 
early In 1884, and I think I knew 
everyone that he has mentioned 
With regard to Hector McLeish, 
who was mentioned two weeks 
ago, I would like to say that I 
knew him very well and he had a 
farm one mile and a half east of 
Qu’Appclle' Station, about 400 
yards south ot the track. Two 
young half breeds (not Indians) 
stole his pony and he followed 
them and nearly overtook them 
three miles south of Sintaluta, 
where they tripd to sell the pony 
to a young Englishman, Frank 
Schofield. They wanted $50 for 
the pony, but Frank said he had 
only $35 with him. He took the 
money out of hi* pocket to con¬ 
vince them that he really had it. 
They took- his $35 and proceeded 
on their way. taking the pony 
with them Hector McLeish and 
a Mountle came along a few 
hours after and were told of these 
two attempts to sell the pony 
and robbing Frank of the $35. 
They were seen by an old farmer 
by the name of Sam Payne, who 
knew one of the breeds. He told 
McLeish and the police who they 
were. They set out at once lor 
the boys’ father's place, three and 
a half miles north of Wnlesiev 
and when they got there the boys 
opened fire, killing McLeish, and 
came very close to getting the! 


Every dollar collected in In¬ 
come tax in British Columbia will be required 
to pay Interest on existing debt.

But 
half your tax goes to pay dead horses long 
since buried and forgotten. -And as we are 
setting up only a fraction of the required 
sinking funds, at this rate w-e shall be paying 
for the dead horses Indefinitely until the 
Interest amounts to far more than the 
original investment, now lost. 

At the same time, the federal government 
comes into British Columbia and collects as 
much Income tax as the province and spends 
It mostly elsewhere.
